Horlings Marsh 
gets 0MAF funds 

Last year, the Horlings Marsh east of the Bradford 
GO Train station was flooded, after the privately- 
owned Horlings Dyke was breached, not once but 
twice, due to heavy rainfall and high winds that 
pushed water from Lake Simcoe back up the Holland 

In July, 2013, Ontario Premier and Minister of 
Agriculture and Food Kathleen Wynne asked the 
Federal government to initiate an AgriRecovery 
review, not only of the nearly 180 acre Horlings 
Marsh, but also of flooded areas in Southwestern 
Ontario, and along the Ottawa and Rideau Rivers. 

The review, now completed, determined that none 
of the flooded areas qualified for AgriRecovery 
Framework funding, since there are “other programs 
that can provide assistance to individual growers.” 

The Province has now indicated that it will cover 
one-third of the cost of repairing the Horlings 
Dyke, under the Drainage Act, up to $333,000, for 
agricultural properties within the drainage area - the 
standard one-third agricultural funding. The property 
owners would be assessed the remaining two-thirds 
of the cost. 

OMAF has also agreed to provide up to $50,000 
to help remediate and restore the farmland - 
repairing the damage to the organic soil done by the 
floodwaters. 

Holland Marsh Drainage Superintendent Frank 
Jonkman Jr. is currently overseeing the emergency 
repairs, and is keeping the cost as low as possible, by 
using clean, inspected fill from Toronto to rebuild the 
dykes, and charging the providers a tipping fee. 

Jonkman noted that engineer Ken Smart is close to 
completing his engineering report on the area, and 
the cost of dyke repairs, engineering and a new pump 
house could run as high as $800,000. That would 
leave the farmers with a bill in the area of $3,000 per 
acre. "These guys can’t afford to pay $3,000 an acre,” 
Jonkman said flatly. 

Jonkman, the property owners, engineers and 
representatives of OMAF will be meeting on Friday 
morning, to discuss the plans, and possibly, other 
sources of funding.

Compromise reached on Solmar lands 


Plans approved in the 1980s called for high 
density residential development on the 2.5 
hectare property at the southeast corner of 
Professor Day Drive and the 8th Line BWG - with 
up to 1,200 apartment units. 

But development surrounding the property 
has been largely single-family detached, semi¬ 
detached and townhomes, and residents were 
appalled by the possibility that 6 and 7 storey 
apartment buildings could be built in their 
“backyard.” 

New landowner Solmar Homes asked for 
permission to reduce the density and construct 
52 semi-detached homes on the land, more 
in keeping with the neighbourhood - but the 
Town was reluctant to lose all of the higher 
density, especially since the Province has set 
new intensification targets for BWG, through its 
Places to Grow legislation. 

Now a compromise has been reached. 

Rather than semis, Solmar will build 61 street 
townhomes. 

"I think this is a safer way to break down the 
higher density,” said Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer was less convinced. 

“I still think our Town needs mid-rise condos, 
accessible condos,” he said. “I would hope our 
staff would still try to push for that, wherever 


those locations are available." 

Councillor Ron Simpson suggested that the 
Official Plan should be amended, to ensure that 
a certain percentage of apartments would be 
designed for seniors, and as affordable housing. 

“We have an obligation to do that,” said Director 
of Planning Geoff McKnight. "We're obliged to 
provide a range of housing types and elements.” 

“There’s unanimity around this table to have 
accommodation for seniors,” said Mayor Doug 
White, who suggested that the downtown core 
of Bradford and the GO train station were better 
locations for higher density development, and 
would also support local commerce. “I want to 
see what we can do to move that along.” 

He called the decision to replace apartment 
buildings at Professor Day and the 8th Line with 
townhomes “the ideal compromise," easing the 
concerns of neighbouring residents. 

At the same time, Bradford West Gwillimbury 
“continues to lag behind" in its stock of smaller 
and affordable housing, he said. "It’s frustrating 
that we don’t see these buildings erected.” 

''I'm not sure we’ll ever build (a high rise) in 
this Town,” said Councillor Gary Lamb. “And I’m 
not sure where that’s going to happen.” Lamb 
suggested that to encourage Seniors housing, “all 
we can do is open the door.”

Salute to Olympic spirit 


It has been one of the best Winter 
Olympic games for Canada. The 
medal count may not have been 
as high as at the 2010 games in

When you look 
out your front window and see a bulldozer 
coming toward your house, or you don’t have 
enough clean water to drink, or you can’t buy 
from a local farmer because there aren’t any 
left - it will be too late to get involved. 


Let the coming election be the time you step 
up and help make our Town a better place.

5 years of the date the Plan comes into effect, municipalities, in collaboration with 
the LSRCA will prepare and implement comprehensive stormwater management 
master plans for each settlement area in the Lake Simcoe Watershed”. The Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury is a settlement area within the Lake Simcoe Watershed 
and therefore needs to prepare a comprehensive stormwater management plan 
that can be implemented before June 2,2014. 

The Comprehensive Stormwater Management Master Plan study will be prepared 
following a Master Planning approach #1 as outlined in the Municipal Class 
Environmental Assessment Process (June 2000 as amended in 2007 & 2011). 
The long range planning approach that is undertaken within the process will enable 
the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury to identify opportunities and be proactive 
in addressing environmental and infrastructure issues before they become a 
problem. It will also allow the Town to implement individual works which, over 
time, collectively become part of a larger management system. 

A Pubic Information Open House will be scheduled in the Spring of 2014 to obtain 
public input and comments in regard to alternative solutions and recommended 
approach. Subject to comments received and the receipt of necessary approvals, 
the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury intends to proceed with the finalization of 
this project by June 2,2014.

Answers to Frequently Asked Questions about water and wastewater billing 


CHANGES TO BILL RESPONSIBILITY 

Why did PowerStream stop handling water billing for the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury? 

The Town chose not to renew its contract with PowerStream due to rising costs 
through PowerStream and uncertainty about whether PowerStream’s software would be 
compatible with the Town’s new Automated Meter Reading (AMR) technology. There are 
no additional costs to ratepayers for this change. 

OCTOBER-DECEMBER 2013 BILL 

Why did it take so long to receive our first water bill from the Town? 

There were several factors that contributed to the delay, which have now been resolved. 
These included: 

• It took much longer than expected to verify and test the data received from 
PowerStream, but we did not want to sacrifice accuracy for the sake of time. 

• There were some accounts where the Town did not receive metered 
consumption data. 

• After the commercial bills were produced in early January, the Town encountered a 
flaw in the software that took additional time for the software provider to resolve 
before residential bills could be printed. 

How am I being compensated for this inconvenience? 

To apologize for the delay in billing, the Town is offering approximately a two-month 
extension of the payment period for the first bill. 

Why is my bill so much higher than usual? 


PAYMENT METHODS 

Can I pay this using my own financial institution’s online or telephone banking system? 
Who do I call if I have problems setting this up? 

The Town has the following financial institutions ready to provide service through their 
online banking system: RBC Royal Bank, Scotiabank, BMO Bank of Montreal, TD Canada 
Trust, Laurentian Bank, Desjardins, National Bank and HSBC. CIBC and President’s Choice 
Financial will be set-up to accept payments effective March 15th. 

The Town has also registered with Central 1 Credit Union and TelPay. 

To find the bill on the list of payees on your financial institution’s system, search for 
“Bradford” and then be sure to select your water/wastewater utility bill rather than 
property taxes. 

If your financial institution is not on this list or you are unable to find the Town of BWG 
water/wastewater as a payee, please advise the Town. We will contact your financial 
institution’s customer service department to see if they are willing to accept payments on 
behalf of the Town. 

You can also pay through these registered financial institutions by taking your bill to their 
teller counter or automated teller.

Your last meter reading by PowerStream was in July 2013, so PowerStream’s subsequent e _ ma j| notification each time a new bill is available for viewing online. If your paper bill has 
bills were based on estimates, which may have been either too high or too low. If low, 
then the bill from the Town - which is based on actual meter readings - may seem 


because it reflects more use than PowerStream expected. Also, the billing period on 
the Town’s first bill was for three months whereas the PowerStream bills were for only 
two months. This was a one-time situation to allow for the changeover in bill production. 
So with all other factors being equal, all users should expect their first water and 
wastewater bill from the Town to be 50% higher than their last bill from PowerStream for 
these same services. 

Going forward, bills will be for two months of use (59-62 days) and with the new 
Automated Meter Reading technology they will reflect your actual use so you should 
notice a significant decrease in your next bill.

This is a third-party service, and a fee of 3% 
of the total amount plus $0.35 per transaction is collected by the provider, while only the 
amount of your bill is received by the Town.
